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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is with pleasure that I present my annual report as Su- 
perintendent of your schools. 


The Statistical Report is for the school year ending June 
30, 1937. This report is followed by the reports of the Music 
Supervisor and the School Nurse. 


There were two changes in the teaching staff for the pres- 
ent year. Miss Mary Carroll, after a successful experience of 
ten years at the Pollard School as teacher of grade seven, re- 
signed her position. The vacancy was filled by the appointment 
of Miss Velma Lucier of Tilton. Miss Mary McGagh resigned 
her position at Westville, and Miss Elizabeth McGagh was ap- 
pointed to the vacancy. 


Since the teacher is the most important single factor in the 
school life of the pupil, it is important that she shall have a 
natural endowment of ability and a personality which will in- 
sure good behavior and a happy school atmosphere. These 
characteristics must be supplemented by special training and 
experience, and by an open-minded desire to keep professionally 
abreast of the times. Summer school, or extension courses are 
necessary at intervals to provide nev ond. motern noints of 
view. Such work is at present required in a number of school 
districts. Extensive travel is usually credited as a form of im- 
provement worthy of recognition. 


The enrollment for the year covered by this report was 
227, which is 21 more than for the year previous. The school 
attendance averaged 94.04% of the membership, as compared 
with the state average of 94.74%. 


There were twenty-six boys and girls graduated from the 

eighth grade last June. Twenty-two of these pupils have entered 
a high school this year. Each vear the Sons of the Amer‘:an 
Revolution award a medal to the pupil in the graduating class 
of the elementary schools who has best exemoplified the prin- 
ciples of good citizenship. Doris Cheney was selected to receive 
this award last June. The followine list shows the Sentember 
enrollment of Plaistow pupils in High Schools: 


Haverhill High School 52 
Sanborn Seminary 20 
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Hampstead High School 9 Bil 
Robinson Seminary 1 


Total Plaistow pupils enrolled in High Schools — 75 


Due to the small number graduating from high school this 
spring and the large number entering in the fall, we shall have 
a larger number attending high school next year. This will mean 
increased tuition costs. 


In a general way the work of the schools is being continued 
much the same as in former years. The fundamentals are 
stressed and tests have been given annually to check school 
progress. We have tried ito make the schools centers of happy 
activity in which the children are growing in knowledge and 
character. 


The Parent Teacher Association is cooperating in improv- 
ing the health of the children. Donations of money by them 
have made possible the purchase of clothing, milk, and cocoa 
for needy children, and has made possible a Dental Clinic. The. 
Red Cross has aided as in the past, by furnishing money for 
first-aid supplies, eye glasses and shoes. 


Last summer extensive improvements were made to the 
heating system at the Pollard School. New nipples were in- 
stalled in the sections of the boiler. This concludes the work 
started about two years ago, and leaves the heating plant in 
good condition. The toilets were also put in good condition by 
substituting new pipes for those that were rusted out, and by 
furnishing new Church seats for the old ones. 


We have realized for some time that the wiring and light 
fixtures in the Pollard School are inadequate. Modern rooms are 
furnished with four indirect units each having a 150 or 200 
watt bulb. This is the minimum for correct lighting either on 
dark days or at night. The Westville lights meet this standard. 
We look forward to the time when the School Board will be 
able to make this change. 


For some time a study has been made of report cards. The 
reports sent home in elementary grades, previous to last fall, 
gave only the rank achieved in the various subjects. This year 
the report is made up of two parts. It is intended to furnish 
more information to parents than was given on the older card. 
The new card not only gives the marks in the subjects which 
the child is studying, but also gives a report on the habits and 
attitudes most important in the elementary grades. Special at- 
tention is given to school citizenship, health and work habits, 
and shows the adjustment of a pupil or lack of it, to the school 
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program. The card calls attention to character traits, and we 
believe, will help teacher, parents, and children in ~buildin 
character. It is also hoped and expected that it will be a means 
to cause the home and school to work together more on mat- 
ters of concern to both. | 


The programs broadcast by the American School of the 
Air are being improved from year to year. These programs have 
been used again this year in the Pollard and Westville Schools, 
Lessons in Geography, Literature, Science, and Music Apprecia- 
tion are available each week for grades 1-8. About an hour per 
week is used for ‘this purpose, and it is proving both interest- 
ing and helpful. 


Visual education, through the Motion Picture Machine, is 
being provided for children at school quite generally, at present. 
Until recently, the cost of buying or renting films made it dif- 
ficult for small school systems to have this facility. But, now 
the number of free educational films available is great enough 
to warrant the investment in a machine, at least by the Super- 
visory District. I hope that this can be done soon. 


Every school system has a number of children that do not 
learn to read satisfactorily from the regular reading instruction. 
Such children are greatly handicapped in doing school work 
which involves reading, and they either progress ‘slowly in His- 
tory, Geography, arid Arithme‘ic. or fail entirely, Dr. Durell of 
Boston University, and others have demonstrated that special 
remedial reading work can do much for such children. To do 


so it is necessary to discover the reason for the reading diffi- 


culty and then give remedial work. The reasons for reading 
difficulty vary with individuals, and this means an individual! 
study of each child. 


Reading dififculty very often has an unfortunate effect on 
character development, since it prevents the child from suc- 
ceeding as a member of his group and getting satisfaction from 
the work. As a result, he may develop any one or more of the 
serious character defects. In the past, little has been done for 
such children. But these recent studies have made it possible 
for teachers of reading to acquire ability to assist non-readers. 
We are starting this work and feel optimistic that we shall be 
able to help many of these non-readers. A series of tests has 
been devised to help find the reason for the pupil’s difficulty. 
These tests will be used in our schools this Spring. . 


I am grateful to the teachers, parents, and the School 
Board for their interest and cooperation during the past school 
year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 





To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I have the honor to submit my annual report as Supervisor 
of Music in the Plaistow Schools. 


The progress which has been made in Music Education 
during the past year, has been made possible by the keen en- 
thusiasm and splendid cooperation of the teachers and students. 


In the primary grades beautiful rote songs supply the 
inspiration for a valuable experience which serves as a founda- 
tion for further musical progress. These songs induce a love 
of music, develop a good singing tone and prepare for .music 
reading. With the beginning of two-part singing in the fourth 
grade, a true sense of harmony is developed. Still richer har- 
mony is experienced through the three and four-part songs in 
the upper grades.
